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The application contains two independent inventions, namely: 
Invention 1, claim 1 

An arrangement for rotating one or more microfluidic devices. The devices are attached to seats on a 
rotary member. The seats are positioned at the same radial distance. The internal microconduit 
portion, of the microfluidic device, has an upstream part positioned at a shorter radial distance than a 
downstream part when the microfluidic device is placed in any of the seats. 

Invention 2, claim 7. 

A microfluidic device comprising one or more equal microchannel structures. Each of the inlet ports 
is piresent on an edge side of the device. The wettability of the inner walls of the inlet permits 
penetration by self-suction of a predetermined volume of an aqueous liquid. 

These inventions are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. There is no technical 
relationship among these two inventions involving a corresponding technical feature. Accordingly the 
inventions 1 and 2 do not fulfil the requirements for unity. 
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
